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Cyclist 
Accidents 


On Rise 


Injuries to eight young Andover 
bicyclists inthe last three months 
has prompted the Police Depart- 
ment to issue a warning toriders 
of all ages of the dangers of 
ignoring safety rules and regu- 
lations, 

Patrolman Richard Aumais, 
the department safety officer, 
who has visited schools and play- 
grounds and talked with individual 
cyclists, said there were two 
accidents in May andthree eachin 
June and July. 


Aumais noted that Section 11B 


of Chapter 85 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts 
specifically says that bicyclists 
‘*shall conform to traffic rules 
and regulations so far as they 
are obviously and reasonably ap- 
plicable to their own safety.’ 

The law forbids more than 
a single rider on one machine, 
such as on the handle bars. 
Aumais said the law didnot apply 
to small seats for children, which 
have come into general use. And 
cyclists must always ride single 


file on streets or on special - 


paths set aside for them. This 
means, he said, that bicycling on 
sidewalks is unlawful. 

While fines for bicycle viola- 
tions are $1, Aumais also noted 
that minors, under 18 years of 
age, may have their wheels 
impounded for up to 15 days for 
violations. 

Only this week, Patrolman 
Aumais saw two boys on 10-: 
speed bikes racing along Main 
St. At the corner of Harding 
St. an automobile made a turn 
from Main . One of the boys, a 
teenager, unable to stop his 
machine, hit the car broadside 
and was catapulted over the top. 
Fortunately, he escaped withcuts

3 Town Jobs Sued. 


Three temporary municipal 
jobs under the Emergency Em- 
ployment Act, scheduled for 
termination on Aug. 31, have 
been reprieved, according to 
Israel Lichtman, assistant to the 
town manager. 


The Northern Essex County 
Consortium, which administers 
the act regionally, notified Licht- 
man last week of the termina- 
tion of nine jobs. 


In asking for further explana- 
tion, Lichtman was told by Gene 
Rooney of the Office of Man- 
power Affairs in Boston that 
the Department of Labor had is- 
sued a freeze order on hiring. 


He said the Consortium lacked 


the funds to take up the slack 
on wages for persons hired late- 
ly. 

However, the three reprieved 
jobs, presumably now safe until 
their normal termination at the 
end of the year, subsequently 
have been funded. 

Those being retained are 
Josephine Smith, assistant to 
Wilfred Harvey, the town youth 
counseler; Vernon Connor, re- 
cycling monitor, and Betsy 
Pointer, assistant to Joseph 
Schall, the town planner. 

The other six jobs, for a 10- 
week period, are still scheduled 
to end on Aug. 31.

The Andover selectmen voted 
approval Monday night on 10 of 
15 articles proposed by Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin. An 
11th, dealing with public recrea- 
tion, also was accepted. 

Three selectmen were present 
for the meeting, with two away 
on vacation. The full board will 
consider final approval, which 
is expected to be a formality, 
at an official warrant meeting 
Aug. 25, the closing date for 
articles for the Oct. 2 special 
town meeting. 

Approval by the selectmen ap- 
plies only to inclusion in the 
warrant and does not necessarily 
reflect the board’s individual 
views onthe issues. For example, 
George Heseltine, owner of 
Dana’s Sports Shop, said he would 
refrain from voting on a hunting 
by-law because of a conflict of 
interest. 

The meeting, which was run 
off within an hour and a haif, 
also granted two applications for 
various licenses and tabled two 
others. One single-day beer

He said he had 
‘*been bailing for 17 years,” af- 
ter each heavy rainstorm and was 
wearying of the situation, His 
views were confirmed by Robert

**We’re all goingdown the drain 
unless we get people who can 
say ‘No,’ declares Massachusetts 
Mayors’ Association executive 
director Thomas A, Piggott. 

And so the ex-Attleboro mayor 
is busily trying to convince state 
and national legislators to ease 
communities’ financial burdens 
by tax reform, revenue-sharing 
and, above all, by not approving 
programs without allocating the 
funds required to carry them 
out. 

Mr. Piggott divides his time 
between Boston and Washington. 
He’s recently visited U.S, Sena- 
tors Edward Brooke andEdward 
Kennedy in his efforts to help 
make federal revenue sharing 
funding a reality here this year 
and is constantly trying to per- 
suade key State House officials 
to give communities more con- 
trol over their own finances. 

‘‘We have to reverse the cycle 
of deciding things from the top 
down,”? he believes, and pay 
greater attention to local needs. 

Mr. Piggott blasts the Master 
Tax Commission for what he 
calls five years of ‘‘foot- 
dragging’? on meaningful re- 
forms. He calls the graduated 
income tax, which voters will 
be asked to approve in a re- 
ferendum question on the Nov- 
ember ballot, the initial step 
in equitable cost-sharing. 

‘Vote for yourself’ 

‘‘It’ll be a difficult fight’’ to 
convince citizens of this, he says 
because many people think 
it’s just another tax. ‘‘But we 
hope they’ll find out that voting 
for a graduated income tax is 
voting for themselves.” 

He says the Mayors’ Associa- 
tion deserves credit for working 
actively against a bill which would 
have established binding arbitra- 
tion for fireman. He believes 
this ‘‘would have opened the door 
for all municipal employee 
groups.”’ 

He criticizes the ‘‘holier than 
thou’’ fiscal autonomy of school 
boards, arguing that communi- 
ties should be able to cut educa- 
tional expenses if they want. He 
hopes state tax reforms will 
eventually include equalized 
grants for local education to re- 
move school costs from the 
property tax.

Recreation Round-Up 


By Gary C. Ralph 


These days, a lot of people in 
Andover are asking, ‘‘What is a 
Community School?’? I’m going 
to make a stab at answering that 
question, emphasizing what I hope 
it will come to mean to every 
Andover resident. 

In essence, Community Schools 
is an effort to bring a town’s 
schools closer to the life of the 
community. This includes the 
school’s physical plant, its 
resources and its extended 
services, Through the Com- 
munity School concept, I can co- 
ordinate services and present 
programs for a broad spectrum 
of residents at minimal cost. The 
already existing schools thenbe- 
come the center of recreational 
and educational activity all day 
long and into the evening. 

The schools, throughthe ‘‘Open 
Door’? policy of Dr. Seifert and 
the School Committee, have been 
made available to the general 
public for this use. What I offer 
is assistance in the program- 
ming you want and coordination 
within the school framework. The 
program activity that is needed 
or wanted can be made imme- 
diately available to people in the 
school’s area. 

Ideally, any Community School 
consists of four components; 
academic, recreation, social 
services and civic involvement. 
Initially, I am concentrating on 
the recreation and civic involve- 
ment aspects.

terests. I was elated at the re- 
sponse elicited from a Towns- 
man article three weeks ago that 
encouraged people to become in- 
volved with Community Schools. 
The article suggested that people 
call me directly with their ideas 
about program activities in An- 
dover.

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A. G. Bell Papers 
Reveal Man Of Ranging Interests 


On the day Alexander Graham 
Bell died - August 2, 1922 -- 
13 million telephones in the 
United States and Canada were 
silent for one minute as operators 
by the thousands accepted no calls 
and bowed their heads. 

The inventor of the telephone 
was gone and the silent phones 
were the Bell System’s ultimate 
tribute to what he had brought 
about, 

What kind of man was he to be 
given such an impressive fare- 
well? 

That he is one of history’s 
ranking geniuses, a man who 
changed the daily habits of the 
world, is unquestioned. That he 
was a genius in fields such as 
acoustics, aeronautics and 
marine engineering is lesser 
known but also true, But what 
was the personal man like, the 
man behind that impressive beard 
and those piercing eyes? 

Today, 50 years after his death, 
glimpses of the private Alexan- 
der Graham Bell can be found 
in his papers and, of course, in 
the memories of those still living 
who were close to him in his 
last years, 

The Bell papers contain alife- 
time of letters, notes, journals, 
books and drawings written and 
accumulated during his 75years. 
They reflect a man of blazing 
intelligence, with a range of 
interests so wide that he can 
easily be compared to a daVinci 
or a Bacon or any of the other 
true Renaissance men. 

There are his thoughts on 
medicine, genetics, eugenics, 
aeronautics, acoustics, record- 
ing and electrical and mechanical 
engineering, all areas in which 
he made significant contribu- 
tions, though he had no formal 
training in either engineering or 
the physical sciences. 

Much of his early correspon- 
dence, before he became famous, 
is a series of chronicles to his 
parents or friends. In many of 
them he simply outlined what 
his day had been from morning 
to night. But once in a while abit 
of what A. G. Bell was like or 
what he thought leaps out. 

On music; (1872) ‘*Iam hungry 
for music - and you can little 
realize the pleasure I feel in 
laying my hands upon the piano 
here.’’ 

Was he a progressive?: (1873) 
‘*T cannot understand the preju- 
dice with which many people view 
an honest and hard-working in- 
vestigator like Darwin. Geology 
has shown us_ that the 
scriptural account of the Creation 
cannot be taken inaliteral sense. 
To me it is infinitely more 
reasonable to suppose that Man 
is lineally descended from a 
monkey, than that he was molded 
out of a piece of dirt.’? On the 
role of women: (1875) ‘I 
suppose it will not be long before 
we have a woman wanting to be 
President. If women want any- 
thing they are sure to get it in 
the long run - so we better give 
in gracefully at once.’’ 

On his health; (1873) ‘I am 
suffering from an attack of my 
old enemy (severe headaches) 
which has resisted everything for 
three days.’’ 

On being impulsive: (1875) 
‘‘One of my latest resolves has 
been to keep my letters for aday 
before posting them.”’ 

On speaking: (1874) ‘‘Ialways 
succeed best when I have the 
least written material to rely on. 
A manuscript makes me nervous. 
Is it not strange? I find I can 
talk freely to a large audience 
when I cannot say anything to 


half a dozen people.’’ 

On marriage: (1875) ‘‘I do 
not think I am of the marrying 
sort. . .and I doubt very much if 
I ever shall be. If I ever marry 
at all it will not be for years 
yet.’? Three months later: ‘‘. . 

I first began to discover that my 
dear pupil, Mabel Hubbard, was 
making her way into my heart.” 
They were married July 11, 1877. 

On writing: ‘‘I do wish you 
(his parents) could be nearer 
Boston than you are. I do hate 
writing.’’ 

On getting out of bed: (1876) 
‘*‘Mr, Watsoncalls me at7 o’clock 
and if I don’t get up he pulls 
me out of ted and does not leave 
until I have washed - hy which 
time I am safe and lose the 
inclination to return.’’ 

On being a night person: (1876) 
‘*I cannot think in the daytime as 
I can atnight. ..You can’t make an 
owl sleep at night.” 

On putting things off: (1876) 
‘*Procrastination is my besetting 
‘sin, Help me Mahel (Hubbard, 
his fiance) to conquer it.” 

On people: (1876) ‘‘I have 
very strong prejudices for or 
against people at first sight. . .” 

On money: (1876) ‘‘Wealth is 
a thing to be envied sometimes - 
and I begin to long for a little.’’ 

On the telephone: (1876) 
‘*When will this thing be finished! 
I am sick and tired of the multiple 
nature of my work - andthe little 
profit that arises from it,’’ 

But he proved later that he 
obviously wasn’t interested in 
Money as such, but only in the 
freedom it would give him to 
follow his other interests. In 
1880, for example, the French 
government awarded him the 


Volta: Prize of 50,000 francs 
(about $16,000 at that time) for 
his invention of the teleptione. 
With this he estallished the Volta 
Laloratory where he helped 
develop wax phonograph discs. 
The $200,000 from these patents 
was donated to set up what be- 
came today’s Alexander Gratam 
Bell Association for the Deaf, 
Later he gave $300,000 to finance 
the AmericanA ssociationto Pro- 
mote the Teaching of Speech to 
the Deaf. 

This concern for the deaf was 
a lifelong crusade for Bell. Son 
of a deaf mother and husband 
of a deaf wife, he told inter- 
viewers through the years that 
by profession ‘‘I am a teacher 
of the deaf,’? 

To Mabel Hubbard (1876) 
‘‘Of one thing I become more 
sure every day - that my interest 
in the deaf is to be a life - long 
thing with me.”’ 

His thoughts on the deaf were 
always with him -- how to per- 
fect ‘‘visible speech,” for in- 
stance, in which sounds are 
symbols that the deaf can read 
-- whether in Washington or at 
Cape Breton, N.S., where he built 
a summer home in the 1880’s 
and where he died in 1922. 

His granddaughter, Lilian 
Grosvenor Jones, remembers 
that the Cape Bretoners, though 
proud to have such a famous man 
living among them, thought he 
was a bit ‘‘tetched,”” a man with 
some very odd habits. 

There was that sunbathing, for 
example. Why would a man want 
to lay around in the sun getting 
burned all over?

It also may account for the fact 
that beautiful Sandwich Notch re- 
mains the last mountain pass in 
New Hampshire without some 
form of public protection. 

The Society for the Protection 
of New Hampshire Forests hopes 
to correct the oversight, and 
soon. The Society has a plan that 
involves everyone from the U. S. 
Forest Service to private con- 
tributors. But more of that later. 
Let us get to the Sandwich Notch 
Road which is the key strand that 
holds together an unsurpassed 
eastern wilderness. 

To say that the Sandwich Notch 
area may be the major moose 
woods of modern New Hamp- 
shire should give an idea of how 
wild the land remains. David 


Hammond, _ state conservation 
officer; has seen as many as 
seven moose at one time in the 
hotch, While the total moose 
population is unknown, few other 


areas of New England could. 


furnish seven visible at once, It 
could occur only where moose 
are plentiful, since the animals 
tend to te rather solitary. 

In addition, there are no fewer 
than 29 heaver colonies on the 
mountain streams of the notch. 


The coldclear streams provide 
some of the better trout fishing 
in New Hampshire, The hemlock 
and birch woods are a major 
nesting region for all woodland 
birds, including the woodcock. 
There are black bear inthe notch, 
Indeed, Bernard W. Corson, 
director of the New Hampshire 
Fish and Game Department, says

cept the cottontail rabbit occurs 
there, The cottontail is replaced 
by the snowshoe hare, 

The Sandwich Notch Road re- 
mains a primitive road, except 
at either end where asphalt has 
been laid on the approaches, In 
general, it appears much as it 
may have in 1801 when it was laid 
out as a path for commerce 
traveling from northwest New 
Hampshire to Portsmouth, It is 
one-car wide and gravel sur- 
faced, 

Beside the road, jack-in-the- 
pulpits grow two-feet high with a 
fist-sized cluster of redberries, 
Great patches of yellow bead- 
lilies, now supporting blackish- 
purple berries, form mats. Ber- 
ries on the interesting plant 
known as ‘‘Doll’s eyes’? now are 
whitening and accenting the dark 
pupil. Almost any northern wood- 
land wild flower can be found in 
the notch area, 

One could ramble on about the 
1810 period when a couple of 
hundred persons lived in the 
notch, and quiet Sandwich then 
was a metropolis that outranked 
Dover, Keene or Rochester, But 
at stake at the moment is 7,170 
acres in the notch which the 
Draper Corporation must sell, 
Draper now is a subsidiary of 
North American Rockwell.

Diet Challenge 
Accepted By 
655,000 4-H’ers 


If good nutrition helps build 
strong, healthy bodies, then some 
655,000 young people are taking 
the challenge seriously. 

They are the boys and girls 
participating in the national 4-H 
food nutrition program conducted 
by the Cooperative Extension 
Service and sponsored by General 
Foods Corporation. 

Food can be fun, the 4-H’ers 
say. And to prove it, they use 
a ‘‘magic formula’’ to help them 
remember the proper amounts of 
meat, bread and cereals, fruits 
and vegetables and milk products 
they need each day. The magic 
formula is a set of four num- 
bers 4-4-3-2, 

Using the basic four food 
groups, it reminds the beginning 
4-H’er of his daily needs. It 
suggests at least four servings 
of breads and cereals; four 
servings of fruits and vegetables, 
three servings of milk or milk 
products and two servings from 
the meat group. Planning and pre- 
paring appetizing meals for 


themselves, their families and 


friends, adds fun and interest 
to the program, 


In five units, the young nutri- 
tion buffs learn to prepare some 
of America’s favorite dishes, 
quick and easy meals and foods 
with an international flavor. And 
in the fall of 1972, a unit ‘‘Teens 
Entertain’? is expected to find 
welcome participants among 
older 4-H members as they plan 
and prepare for entertaining 
events with menus ranging from 
snacks to a luau. 


The 4-H food nutrition pro- 
gram is supported by members’ 
manuals and leaders’ guides pro- 
duced cooperatively by the Ex- 
tension Service, General Foods 
and the National 4-H service 
Committee. The books which in- 
clude recipes, nutrition informa- 
tion, suggestions for buying, pre- 
paring and serving foods are 
available to those participating 
in the program. 


An added bonus for 4-H mem- 
bers are the awards offered for 
the 12th year by General Foods 
Corporation. Four medals of 
honor are offered county winners, 
One state winner receives an 
expense-paid trip to the National 
4-H Congress in Chicago, Nov. 
26-30, and six national winners 
receive $700 scholarships at that 
event,

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Guaranteed 


Claims Must Be 
Explicit Under 


State Law 


Advertisements that promise 
savings through the purchase of 
recommended products must now 
spell out exactly the terms and 
qualifications of the sale accord- 
ing to the office of Atty. Gen. 
Robert H. Quinn. For example, 
an ad that proclaims: ‘‘Guar- 
anteed to save you 50 percent,’’ 
must now make clear by con- 
spicuous disclosure of what the 
guarantor will do if the savings 
are not realized. In addition, an 
ad must state any time limita- 
tions or other qualifier he may 
impose. 

A seller or manufacturer risks 
legal action if he cannot or does 
not promptly fulfill his obliga- 
tions under the terms of the 
guarantee he issues. A specific 
example of refusal to perform 
obligations under a guarantee is 
the use of ‘‘Satisfaction or Your 
Money Back’? when the guarantor 
cannot or does not intend to honor 
the pledge he has made. 

When guarantees contain 
representations of material 
facts, the guarantor not only is 
obligated to perform under the 
terms of the guarantee, but also 
assumes legal responsibility for 
the truth of the representations 
made, For example: 

1. ‘‘Guaranteed for 36 months’’ 
should not be applied to a bat- 
tery having a normal lifetime of 
18 months. If it is so used, then 
the guarantor can be held to his 
word. 

2. If ads promise that a product 
is ‘‘Guaranteed to grow hair or 
your money back,’’ then the 
product must be capable of doing 
so. The promise should not be 
made if the product is incapable 
of growing hair. 

3. ‘*We guarantee that you will 


earn $500 a month” is a pledge - 


that prospective employees will 
regularly earn a minimum of 
$500 per month and should not be 
used unless that is the case. 

The term ‘‘unconditionally 
guaranteed’’ should not be used 
when a guarantee is restricted 
in any manner other than time. 
When there is a time limit, it 
should be clearly disclosed(e.g., 
‘unconditionally guaranteed for 
3 years’), An ‘‘unconditional 
guarantee” is considered acom- 
mitment on the part of the sel- 
ler to either refund the full 
purchase price of a product, or 
to repair or, replace a product 
should it prove defective in any 
respect, all at the option of the 


’ buyer. 


Remember, the unqualified use 
of the word ‘‘guaranteed” is con- 
sidered a representation that the 
article so described is uncon- 
ditionally guaranteed. :

Examinations 


The Internal Revenue Service 
will hold special enrollment ex- 
aminations, Sept. 25 and 26, for 
accountants and others who wish 
to qualify to represent taxpayers 
at all levels before the IRS, Wil- 
liam FE, Williams, district 
director has announced. 

The examination, which will be 
given at various field offices in 
Massachusetts, is not a require- 
ment for income tax preparers, 
but only for those who wishto re- 
present taxpayers beforethe IRS. 

Tax practitioners who are not 
certified public accountants or 
attorneys must demonstrate their 
technical competence before they 
can represent clients before the 
IRS, Technical and ethical stand- 
ards set by the Treasury Depart- 
ment govern this right to 
practice, 

Applicants must file by Aug. 
31 and include a $25 fee with 
their application to cover the 
costs of administering the ex- 
amination, Applicants are asked 
to file Form 2587 with a check

Car Sale 
Title Law 


The new Certificate of Motor 
Vehicle Title Law in Massachu- 
setts will take effect on Septem- 
ber 1. On that date anyone who 
buys or sells a car will have 
to file an application for title 
according to the Community 
Affairs Foundation of Boston. 

Massachusetts will thus be- 
come the 46th state with a title 
law. the certificates are expected 
to reduce the high rate of motor 
vehicle thefts in Massachusetts, 
specifically the ring operations 
where automobiles are stolen for 
resale, According to registry 
officials the Commonwealth will 
require that within 10 days after 
the title application is made in 
‘fcasual sales’’ (private sales) 
or vehicles coming in from non- 
title states, that the car be 
physically inspected at aregistry 
office, state police barracks, or 
perhaps a local police station 
for verification of the vehicle 
identification number. 

The identification numbers will 
be checked through a computer, 
which will take about ten days. 
A temporary registration certifi- 
cate - good for 60 days - will 
be issued while the check is being 
made, 

Only a car registered for re- 
newal by its persent owner will 
not require a title application.

For Barbeques 


Each year millions of people 
take to the outdoors for cook- 
outs and barbecues. Today 
outdoor cooking is enjoying its 
greatest popularity boom. 

Here are a few simple rules 
which will add to your enjoy- 
ment and safety at cookouts, 

1. Be prepared! This rule 
not only applies to Boy Scouts, 
but to outdoor chefs, as well. 

Make alist andgather together, 
ahead of time, all the things you 
will need for your cookout. This 
will eliminate searching for 
items at the last minute - or 
forgetting them altogether. 

2. For safety’s sake use the 
proper tools outdoors. These 
should include extra long barbe- 
cue mitts and long handled tongs, 
fork and spatula, Using the cor- 
rect tools will help prevent burn 
accidents. 

3. Never pour or squirt char- 
coal lighter on burning coals. 
Lighter fluid can flare up in- 
stantly and cause severe burns. 

4. To make clean-up easier 
researchers recommend the use 
of an oven cleaner on the grill 
after each use, 

Here’s how -- remove the 
warm grill grate and place it 
on newspapers or bare ground. 
Spray the grate thoroughly with 
the oven cleaner and let it stand 
for 20 or 30 minutes; wipe 
clean with a paper towel or 
sponge. If you prefer, rinse the 
grate with your garden hose. 

5. When finished cooking, 
make sure all used charcoal is 
put out completely.

Editorial Comment 


Deadline: 10 p.m. Saturday 


If you have not yet registered to vote, you have until 
10 p.m. Saturday - Aug. 19 - to do so or forfeit your 
chance to cast a ballot in the State Primary, Sept. 19. 


The National Election, Nov. 7, will not be limited to a 
choice between President Nixon and Senator George Me- 
Govern. We must also sclect a United States Senator, a 
National House representative and, closer to home, State 
Senators and Representatives, not to overlook candidates 
for county offices. 


By the end of next week, the National Republican Con- 
vention will have gone through the formality of nominating 
President Nixon for a second term. 

Then, next month, the other state and national candi- 
dates will be selected in the primaries of the two major 
parties. Judgments made by the voters in the primaries 
will determine to a considerable extent the thrust of 
government policies on local, state and national levels for 
the next two years, as far as picking party candidates is 
concerned. The process will narrow the choices to be made 
in November. 

Of particular interest to Andover voters will be the 
selection of two candidates, one from each major party, 


A Time To Fish, Or.... 


Chairman Robert A. Watters of the Andover selectmen *™ 


is undoubtedly right in suggesting that a meeting with the 
Lawrence city council might lead to a mutually satisfactory 
solution to the sewer-tie-in-connector-road controversy 
between the two communities. 

Andover wants permission to link the West Andover in- 
dustrial, area to the Lawrence trunk sewer. The location of 
a 3,000-employe industry in the town depends on such a 
facility. And Chairman Wolf Berthold of the Andover 
Industrial and Development Commission asserts that while 
the town is first choice of the company, the executives 
cannot wait indefinitely. 

Lawrence is equally anxious to have a connector road 
to Interstate 93, in the interests of easier access to its 
downtown industrial and commercial complexes. Such a 
project would involve cutting through some Andover land. 

Officials of both communities have been hemming and 
hawing for some time now. Keological factors have been 
cited as one excuse for delay. But petty politics and 
parochial intransigence seem more likely factors. 

It is about time to sweep aside the pettifogging and get 
on with the matter one way or the other. Verbal pollution 
is almost as insidious as uncollected garbage.

for the National House seat from the Fifth Congressional 
District. The seat was left vacant when Rep. F. Bradford 
Morse resigned to take an assignment at the United Na- 
tions. Ten Democrats and four Republicans have filed for 


the primary contests. 


There is a tendency in the quadrennial election years to 
focus’ attention on the Presidential contest. But no matter 
who is clected to sit in the White House, he must deal with 
Congress. The House seats come up for consideration 
every two years. And often one or the other Senate seat 
is at stake, depending on circumstances. 

Moreover, the state legislative seats are subject to elec- 
tive review every other year. While these legislators may 
not deal with foreign or national policy, they do have a 
direct impact on such Main Street issues as real estate and 


sales taxes. 


Even if you do not care to enroll as a Democrat or a 
Republican, you still may register and vote in the primary, 
if there is a particular candidate who interests you for the 
moment. It is relatively simple to have your independent 


status restored. 


The important consideration is to be registered - and to 


vote.

It is impossible to summarize 
ecology in a couple of chapters 
in a book, but Barry Commoner 
does his best in The Closing 
Circle, his overview of nature, 
man and technology. His best is 
pretty good. 

It is impossible to summarize 
Commoner in a few paragraphs, 
but since Commoner has a knack 
for clear explanation, I will do 
my best on the_theory that a 
little Commoner is better than 
none at all, 

Ecology, he says, is the science 
of planetary housekeeping. 

The First Law of Ecology is 
‘Everything is connected to 
everything else.’’ 

Every single part of an eco- 
system acts on every other part 
. « and every change in one part 
affects the other parts. If an 
ecosystem is working properly, 
it operates in a cycle to bring

the whole system back into bal- 
ance when one part is changed. 
If the system undergoes toogreat 
a change from outside factors, 
the whole system may collapse. 

The Second Law of Ecology is 
‘Everything must go some- 
where.”’ 

There is no such thing as 
waste innature. . .oneorganism’s 
waste is another organism’s food. 


The Third Law of Ecology is 
‘*Nature knows best.’’ 

Here Commoner makes the 
analogy to a watch, created and 
perfected by the work of watch- 
makers over the years. ‘‘Sup- 
pose you were to open the back 
of your watch, close your eyes, 
and poke a pencil into the ex- 
posed watch, The almost certain 
result would be damage to the 
watch. 

The Fourth Law of Ecology 
is ‘‘There is no such thing as 
a free lunch.,”’ 

Every gain is won at some 
cost. ‘‘In a way, this ecological 
law embodies the previous three 
laws. Because the global eco- 
system is a connected whole, in 
which nothing can be gained or 
lost and which is not subject to 
over-all improvement, anything 
extracted from it by human ef- 
fort must be replaced. Payment 
of this price cannot be avoided; 
it can only be delayed. The 
present environmental crisis is 
a warning that we have delayed 
nearly too long.’’
